Interment was in Cole¬ 
man union cemetery.

Liquor Board, Speaks 
on Liquor Strength 

Unlawful to Sell Liquor Which 

Has Strength M»re than 30 

More Than Proof 

Since there have been so many 
complaints locally regarding the 
present strength of liquor the 
statement given to a Calgary 
paper last week-end by J. A. 
King, chairman of the Alberta 
Liquor Control Board should be 
interesting. - 

Mr. King pointed out that un¬ 
der Dominion government regu¬ 
lations it is unlawful to sell to the 
public any liquor which has a 
strength of more than 30 more 
than proof. 

Consequently the strength of 
the liquor was reduced at the dis¬ 
tilleries to conform with these 
regulations. 

"Except for the rum situation, 
which is unfortunate, this reduc¬ 
tion in the strength of liquors is 
not very important,” Mr. King 
said. 

“Our best selling brand, before 
the decision to 'limit liquor to 30 
under proof, was Control Board 
Rye, which then was 30 under 
proof. There were other (brands 
of liquor then which were popular 
and which were only 30 under 
proof. Today they are of the same 
strength.” 

iWith respect to Scotch, rye, 
brandy and gin, which were pre¬ 
viously of high alcoholic content 
and were now down to 30 per cent 
proof, Mr. King said he also saw 
no great cause for concern.

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Cattle Increase 

Beef Cattle Are* Prospering On 
Ample Feed Supplies 
Canada will enter 1944 with the 
largest—and healthiest—cattle popu¬ 
lation ever reported at the opening of 
a year, officials forecast. 

Since 1937, when Western Cana¬ 
dian drought conditions led to severe 
reductions in herds, the cattle popu¬ 
lation has increased by about 500,000. 
Beef cattle, prospering on ample 
feed available from the 1942 crop, are 
averaging many pounds heavier than 
in past years. Dairy cattle are in 
good condition, with the average milk 
production per cow higher. 

On June 1, cattle and calves on 
farms totalled 9,600,000, compared 
with 8,080,000 in 1937. The second 
yearly count comes on Dec. 1, when 
there is usually a falling off due to 
autumn marketings. But authori¬ 
ties said it was probable that the 
number on Dec. 1 would be about 
9,500,000.

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MANITOBA FIGHTS V.D. 

With the support of churches, ser¬ 
vice clubs, lodges and other volun¬ 
tary organizations as well as the 
public health authorities, the Young 
Men’s Section of the Winnipeg Board 
of Trade has conducted an intensive 
community social-hygiene campaign. 
The educational program was not 
confined to Winnipeg, but is being 
extended to Brandon, Portage la 
Prairie, The Pas and Flin Flon. 

In each centre speakers were 
made available to various organiza¬ 
tions and special attention was given 
industrial plants, where large num¬ 
bers of workers were reached with 
publicity and noon speakers. The 
churches co-operated with appro¬ 
priate sermons.

Fibre Crops 

Fibre Flax Is Used In Many Ways 
In The War 

As the Fibre Division, Dominion 
Experimental Farm Service, is the 
only organization in Canada carry¬ 
ing out investigational work on fibre 
crops, the work of the Division Is 
particularly important during war¬ 
time. The increase in the acreage 
of fibre flax in Canada from about 
10,500 acres in 1939 to 45,000 acres 
in 1942 shows the importance of fibre 
flax for war purposes. Years of in¬ 
vestigation as to modem types of 
machinery in the field for pulling, 
lifting, and binding, and in the mills 
for scutching line fibre have been 
the basis for wartime assistance ln 
developing and equipping modern flax 
mills. Officials of the Division also 
give assistance to new operators of 
flax processing machines on the best 
methods of operation so as to pro¬ 
duce the highest quality of fibre. New 
growers of flax are also informed 
about the best methods of growing, 
harvesting, and retting.

Builders of a New World 

Behind the battle for the Per- 
ipet Marshes, for the hills of 
Italy and in the jungles of the 
Pacific, there is being waged 
that daily underlying struggle 
for our democratic way of life. 
A victory of arms without the 
restoration of true Democracy 
would be a hollow sham—the sac¬ 
rifice of the thousands of lives, 
a mockery. 

This fight is going on in Can¬ 
ada today. For there are some 
who suggest that we introduce 
into the country ideas alien to 
our traditions and heritage. 

In Europe, too, this same battle 
is being fought. Conquered or not, 
for many, the greatest ignominy 
is not the loss of life or loved ones 
but the loss of those principles 
of true freedom, which they know 
to ibe the real underlying issues 
of the war. For the victory and 
complete restoration of these 
ideas men in the occupied coun¬ 
tries are facing firing squads and 
concentration camps. 

Such a one, Fredrik Ramm, was 
reported to have died last week 
on the way back to his native 
Norway from a German concen¬ 
tration camp. An outstanding 
journalist and leader of the Ox¬ 
ford Grouip in Norway, Ramm 
was sentenced to life imprison* . 
ment 'by the Nazis in 1941. 

He achieved early fame when 
he gave the world a first-hand 1 
account of Amundsem’s historic 
flight over the North Pole. On 
one occasion, at the height of in¬ 
creasing enmity between Norway 
and Denmark, Ramm asked per¬ 
mission to write a guest editorial 
in the leading Danish paper. To 
the surprise of everyone he took 
the opportunity to make a pub¬ 
lic apology for his bitter attitude 
over the fisheries dispute be¬ 
tween the two countries, which 
had been decided in favour of 
Denmark. This was one of his 
many actions which has earned 
him warm comment in one of the 
most recent publications of the 
Norwegian Govement’s Informa¬ 
tion Service. Norway’s 'Foreign 
Minister in London said, “When 
the truth is told, Ramm will go 
down In history as one Norway’s 
greatest heroes. He refused to 
abandon any of his principles 
after the German occupation." 

Men like Ramm have kept alive 
along the fjords and in the farm 
valleys of Norway the spirit that 
will free the nation. Under the 
heel of the Gestapo they are 
building a new people more unit¬ 
ed than ever before. 

Norway’s unity is the answer 
to the partisan struggles in the 
Balkans and elsewhere. It is only 
this' quality of sound moral lead¬ 
ership that can guarantee the 
future of this or any land.

Bankers On transition From War To Peace 


Vital National Problems Discussed 

by B ank of Montrea l President 

George W. Spinney Gives “the Frank and Considered 
Opinion of a Banker" on Nationalization 
of Banking 

126 th ANNUAL MEET ING 

Strongly Emphasizes Value of Victory Bonds 
Both During War and After 

Problems of vital interest to Canadians in the transition from war to peace were discussed at 
the 126th annual meeting of Bank of Montreal shareholders by George W. Spinney, C.M.G., presi¬ 
dent of the institution. Among the subjects he dealt with were nationalization of banking on which 
he gave what he described as “the frank and considered opinion of a banker”, the value of Victory 
Bonds in the war and after, and the need for a healthy, vigorous and flexible economy in attain¬ 
ing a high and increasing productivity essential for full employment and decent living standards. 

Following a presentation of the* 


portant part jn stabilizing the post¬ 
war economy and maintaining em¬ 
ployment. 

“I know there have been some fears 
expressed that there will be a rush on 
the part of individuals to cash their 
bonds at the end of the war and that 
the impact of this spending power on 
goods, which for some time will be 
limited in supply, will give rise to an 
even greater danger of inflation than 
now exists. Xhis is a possibility I am 
not inclined to accept without reser¬ 
vation, for the desire to save and to 
provide for the future is a basic 
human instinct, and a habit which 
quickly takes root. It is true that 
in the pre-war years many people 
were either denied the opportunity, or 
lost the habit, of saving. During the 
war, saving ha's again become pos¬ 
sible, and is now not only considered 
respectable but has been elevated to 
j the position of a patriotic duty. Many 
people are enjoying for the first time 
j the feeling of independence which 
only a reserve of savings can bring. 
I suggest that the will to save can, in 
large measure, be projected into the 
post-war years if Canadians see to it 
that the act of saving continues to 
be respectable and that the savings 
of the individual will be respected,

“On the battle lines throughout the 
world, the past year has given us 
much cause for profound thankful¬ 
ness. On the home front too the year 
has been one of achievement. But I 
think that any realistic view of the 
local scene must lead to the conclu¬ 
sion that the threat of inflation with 
all its attendant dislocation and hard¬ 
ship has in no way diminished in the 
past twelve months but has, if any¬ 
thing, increased. Moreover, I do not 
thirfk it too much to say that by 
reason of the very success of the 
Allied forces, we in Canada are pecu¬ 
liarly vulnerable to the dangers of 
complacency with a consequent re¬ 
laxation of our energies at a time 
when our full efforts should be sus¬ 
tained. In brief, I think we have a 
situation in which it is necessary for 
Canadians to draw upon their re¬ 
serves of sound common sense and 
their capacity for clear thinking and 
self-discipline. For it is at a time 
such as the present that these quali¬ 
ties, displayed by those at home, can 
have a telling effect on the duration

■however, suggest that for the dura¬ 
tion of the war at least, any very 
marked advance in one branch of 
industrial production is likely to be 
at the expense of some other depart¬ 
ment of the economy. Already lack 
of manpower has affected the output 
of Canadian industries, such as gold 
mining, lumbering and newsprint. 

“The period of huge additions to 
wartime manufacturing plants ap¬ 
pears to be past, with consequent re¬ 
duction in the level of construction 
activity and the use of construction 
materials. On the other hand, the 
demand for raw materials for the new 
productive facilities brought into be¬ 
ing has increased. Moreover, as the 
war progresses it brings changes in 
the requirements of the fighting 
forces which necessitate re-adjust¬ 
ment in the employment of our in¬ 
dustrial facilities. 

"With production and employment 
a high level, retail trade has been 
very active but some signs of a mod¬ 
erate tapering off are in evidence. 
This is in part a consequence of cur¬ 
tailed inventories of consumers’ goods, 
particularly in the durable goods 
categories, and is also the result of 
restraining influences of taxation and 
the voluntary savings effort under¬ 
taken by the Canadian people.

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statement of the bank, Mr. Gardner 
commented brieflly as follows: 

“Our total assets now aggregate 
j $1,313,065,000 as compared with 
i $1,175,319,000 a year ago. Quick 
assets aggregate $1,036,610,000, or 
j 83.81% of all liabilities to the public. 

| "Notes of and deposits with the 
Bank of Canada amount to $119,- 
856,000 representing approximately 
11.39% of all deposit liabilities ' 
Canadian dollars. 

“Investments, not exceeding market 
j value, carried at $799,848,000, show 
j an increase during the year of $115,- 
701,000. This increase was mainly in 
our holdings of Dominion of Canada 
Deposit Certificates and other short¬ 
term obligations of the Dominion 
Government. Our holdings of Provin¬ 
cial and Municipal securities show 
some further contraction reflecting 
the lower borrowing requirements of 
these bodies.

‘Of our male staff, 62% of those of 
military age have volunteered for and 
are now on active service. This total 
includes a large number not subject 
to military call-up because of their 
marital status, while a number of 
others have volunteered but have 
been unable to qualify on medical 
grounds. In August, 1939, 64% of our 
staff were officers, 30% stenographers 
and women clerks and 6% messengers. 
To-day the figures are 37% officers, 
58% stenographers and women clerks 
and 5% messengers. I think you will 
agree that this is an important 
change in the composition of our staff. 

“We have been asked for and have 
loaned additional officers to the Gov¬ 
ernment and we are glad to know 
they are acquitting themselves well 
in their new duties. 

“It is a source of keen satisfaction 
to us that a number of our men now 
serving their King and Country have 
won distinction and decorations on 
the field of battle.

Calls For Clear Thinking 
On Post-War Plan ning 


“Underlying- all the talking and 
thinking about post-war planning 
which we hear so much of to-day is 
the determination that out of this 
war there must come a better Can¬ 
ada; >nd that those who have 
fought and worked for victory must 
be assured of an opportunity as 
free and independent citizens to 
obtain and enjoy for themselves 
and their children the material 
benefits of the freedom they have 
helped to defend. No one will deny 
that in the accomplishment of 
these purposes there will be a 
place for governmental measures 
wisely conceived land administered. 
But I suggest that the real basis 
for full employment and decent 
living standards is. a high and in¬ 
creasing productivity that will be 
possible only in a healthy, vigorous 
and flexible economy. We shall be 
in great need of initiative, imagi¬ 
nation 8ind inventive genius.. And 
as we value our political freedom 
and our economic future, we must 
guard against the doctrine that 
the way to achieve the post-war 
objectives we seek is to confine 


the Canadian economy within the 
strait-jacket of governmental reg¬ 
ulation, ownership and control. 
Such a doctrine ignores political 
and. economic realities as well as 
some of the persistent frailties 
of human nature, and rests upon 
the assumption that government 
ownership and control are inher¬ 
ently ‘right’ and individual owner¬ 
ship and enterprise inherently

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PRESENT WAR WILL CONTINUE 
LONGER AND GREATLY EXCEED 
THE LOSSES IN PREVIOUS WAR 


LONDON.—This war, which long 
ago eclipsed the First Great War in 
suffering and material destruction, 
will exceed it in length Dec. 16, and 
although an Allied victory is certain 
the war must go on until it builds a 
still more terrible monument to hu¬ 
man misery. 

Starting July 28, 1914, when Aus¬ 
tria attacked Serbia, the First 
Great War ran 1,568 days through 
Nov. 11, 1918, killing from 10,000, 
000 to 13,000,000 persons in battle 
and by disease, costing more than 
$275,000,000,000. 

The new war flared Sept. 1, 1! 
r/hen the German army smashed 
to Poland, and will pass its 1,568th 
day Dec. 16. Its ghastly debit sheet 
is still open, but the entries cer¬ 
tainly include more than 8,000,000 
dead in battle alone, plus civilian 
massacre, slavery, starvation and 
property ruin not even approached 
in the preceding conflict. 

Of the major western belligerents, 
only Germany and Russia have death 
lists that greatly exceed the totals 
of the last war, which killed 1,730,000 
Germas and 1,700,000 Russians. This

for one year of modern war is ap¬ 
proximately twice Canada’s total war 
expenditures from 1914 to 1920 in¬ 
cluding the cost of demobilization.) 

On Dec. 16 the United States will 
have been in this war 740 days in 
comparison with a-total of 585 in 
the First Great War. 

Up to mid-November the Upited 
States has listed 27,481 in all services 
killed in action in this war, against 
50,475 army men and 414 of the 
navy, marines and ccast guard who 
were killed in action or died of 
wounds in the First Great War. In 
addition the previous war caused 
about 75,000 deaths from disease, 
many more than in this war so far. 

But if the cost to the United 
States in lives has not yet been as 
heavy as before, spending and whole¬ 
sale commitment to war are far 
greater. Against the other war’s 
total direct spending of some $40,- 
000,000,000, the United States this 
time has spent or is committed to 
spend more than $200,000,000,000.
